The new 


".e.-w permitting a defendant as soon 
as i-rrested to plead guilty and be sen- 
tenced is proving salutary and a sav- 
ing to the county. 
Thirty-one new 


rases have already been returned to 
the August court for trial but seven 
of these have been disposed of and 
several under the late law allowing 
a plea of guilty and sentence to be- 
gin as soon as arrest has been made. 
In one case the defendant has served 
the sentence imposed and has been 
discharged. Under the old law such 
a defendant might have stayed in jail 
until court and then served his sen- 
tence, all at the expense of the county.
